Elsewhere on this page, in the “30 Years Ago” column, 
there’s a recitation about the city budget of 1932. 


Looked at in comparison with today’s budget, it wasn’t 
much; there weren’t many people here and the number of 
goods and services they demanded weren't extensive. 


Nevertheless, it took a 95-cent tax rate to support them 
as compared with the present high level of works maif- 
tained by the city at a rate of less than 80 cents for the past 
several years. 


It’s heartening to see that, over the long view, tax 
rates do go down, while the level of services goes up. 


Of course, assessed valuations go up too. But the per- 
son with a house assessed at, say $750 in 1932 was prob- 
ably a lot harder pressed to come up with his few dollars 
than the owner of a home assessed at 10 times that much 
is today. 


Looked at in the light of history, local city taxation 
isn’t such an awful drain after all.

Natural Assets 
Can Be Profitable 


One of these days, when other businesses are built 
up and most of the land in the area is developed or re- 
served for some other use, people will start looking around 
and wondering, “why didn’t south San Mateo county ever 
make a bid for the tourist and convention business?” 


Everybody in business is, of course, seeking the 
' “angle” that will make him a little wealthier. But while 
we're all scrambling, we tend to ignore some of the natural 
advantages which south county businessmen could use 

for revenue-getting. 


And also, while we're “developing the land,” we're 
apt to wipe out some of the beauties of the area which 


of themselves would prove valuable assets. 


A few weeks ago, when there was an international 
track meet at Stanford, local motels and. other hostelries 
cheerfully hung out “no vacancy” signs and agreed that 
the attraction was a good thing. The university, with ex- 
cellent parking facilities and with stadia and_ theaters 
which can be the scene of a wide variety of cultural and 
sports events, can help build the area as an attractive place 
for people to come. 


Beyond that, the industrial complexes growing up in 
the immediate area are going to produce sales meetings, 
symposiums, conventions, trade association meetings and 
the other gatherings which have become an integral part 
of modern business. These meetings should be held in this 
area, rather than elsewhere. This too helps the economy. 

About attracting possible tourists? 

You have only to get into your car and drive for a few 
miles and you can find yourself in some beautifully scenic, 
wooded areas or at the beach. These are delights to people 
of the interior valleys of California, among other places, 
and should be exploited as they are now — not as they 
might be altered by the scars of civilization. 

Certainly, more people will keep coming to this area, 
to become residents and to demand accommodation. 

But meanwhile, a lot can be done in the way of ex- 
ploiting the assets which we have. ‘

Age No Basis for 
Judging Buildings 
; Last week, planners apparently agreed with Sharon 
Heights residents that “old buildings” were out of char- 
acter with the community there. They did so by disallow- 
ing removal of a building presently on St. Raymond’s 
church property to a St. Denis parish site, for use as a 
chapel, on the basis that it was old. 

There could be no other reason; buildings which are 
moved have to be brought up to the specifications of the 
city building code, whether new or antiquated. 

In times past, the planning commissioners have taken 
more lenient view. The Russian Orthodox church at 1220 
Crane Street, built in 1886, has accupied four sites, two of 
them since the institution of planning in the city. 

Whether or not the St. Raymond’s chapel is “out of 
character” with the Sharon Heights area or 
pretty much a matter of taste. 

Disallowing the moving of a building to a new site 
so it can continue to be used in spite of its age is pretty 
unrealistic. 

If we allowed such criteria to govern,

30 Years haat: 
City Council 
Set Budget 
For 1932-33 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 30 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 


August 19, 1932: 


The tax rate for the city of 
Menlo Park for the current fis- 
cal year will be 85 cents per 
$100, a reduction of 10 cents 
from last year’s 95 cents. 

This was determined by the 
city fathers Tuesday night 
when it approved the fiscal 
year’s budget, which provides 
for the raising of $7469.80 in 
taxes on a total assessed valua- 
tion for real and personal pro- 
perty of $878,800 for the city. 

Delinquencies of 15 per cent 
are allowed for in the budget 
to make the net anticipated 
revenue by taxes of $6274.63. 

The tax rate will be officially 
set by the council at its meet- 
ing next Tuesday night. 

‘Total revenue of the city’s 
general fund is estimated at 
$15,529.10, as against budgeted 
expenditures of $13,029.10, to 
leave a surplus at the end of 
the year of $2500. 

The revenue is listed as fol- 
lows: Cash on hand on July 1, 


1932, $3024.66; refund from 
street improvement fund, 
$217.85; refund from street 
proceedings, $232.80; refund 


from employees’ liability and 
premiums, $40; general proper- 
ty tax, $6724.63; securities tax, 


$499.65; business licenses, 
$3500 ; dog licenses, $200; 
building permits, $180; court 


fines (other than traffic fines) 
$1200; rent from library board, 
$60; interest on bank deposits, 
$100.

The board of supervisors now 
has under study a special com- 
mission’s recommendations for 
redistricting the county’s five 
supervisorial areas. The re- 
port is causing no end of con- 
troversy and, of course, the 
Democrats hope to come up 
with a charter amendment in 
November that would force the 
board to act strictly 01 on a popu- 


lation basis. 

A lot of people aren’t partic- 
ularly interested how the coun- 
ty is split as to. supervisor dis- 
trict at this time. Primarily it 
is because they know they have 
a chance to vote on ALL candi- 
dates regardless of where they 
may live. Naturally, the board 
members ere vitally interested 
as'a complete reshuffling on a 


population basis would move 
more than one board member 
into a new district as such.

There is no question that the 
present recommendations -un- 
der study do not establish new 
district boundary lines on an 
equal population basis. In fact 
they vary as much as 80 per 
cent. 

What does. the. state law 
require? State Statute 25001 
sets up the powers of the 
board in establishing the, dis- 
tricts on a basis of .equal pop- 
ulation as far as possible. It 
also provides that the board 
give consideration to typo- 
graphy, geography and com- 
munity interest. 

This would mean that the 
Coastside, which now has its 
own district, could very . well 
qualify on all three counts to 
keep its own identity. Super- 
visor Alvin S. Hatch is fight- 
ing the recommendations on 
this basis. The Democrats, now 
circulating petitions, are at- 
tempting to get a charter 
amendment on the November 
ballot that would force the 
board to set up the districts 
with no one district having less 
than 17 per cent of the total 
county population. 

Who is going to win? The su- 
pervisors probably will adopt 
some form of redistricting be- 
fore November. Whether it 
will be on the basis of the plan 
now under study no one knows. 
Public hearings must be held 
before action is taken, and all 
supporters and opponents will 
have the chance: to be heard. 

Certainly there is some- 
thing to be said for having 
equal supervisorial districts 
as to population. It sounds 
good, but the fact that all 
board members represent all 
the people is more import- 
ant. The Democrats also want 
to change that and go back 
to having board members 
elected by the district in 
which they reside and repre- 
sent. 

The county | had such a gov- 


ernment for many years and it 
was one:of the worst we have 
ever seen, Continyal bickering 
and trading among the board 
members for favorite projects 
or appointees was something 
to behold. It was such a mess 
the voters changed the charter 
and gave all the people a 
chance to elect all board mem- 
bers as it should be. 


The recommendations of the 
commission are not binding on 
the supervisors. So far it ap- 
pears that all favor the present 
plan, except Mr. Hatch. All su- 
pervisors actually are left in 
their own district. 


Nancy Jewell Cross is one 
person who thinks the latest 
move is all wrong. She told the 
board so in no uncertain terms 
and charged the board had in- 
sisted the lines be drawn so.no 
member would be moved out 
of his own district. 

We would rather think the 
commission members had in 
mind “community interest and 
typography.’ Certainly the 
south county has its own prob- 
lems, just as the central and 
north county areas do. We are 
even more sure that the Coast- 
side has its problems entirely 
foreign to the Bay side area, 
particularly in protecting the 
so-called green belts and recre- 
ation areas. On the other hand, 
with the board members pick- 
ed on a county-wide basis, -we 
are sure that Chairman T. Lou- 
is Chess or McDonald, for in- 
stance, are just as interested. in 
doing a good job for the peo- 
ple of the Coastside as is their 
own representative. 


It would seem to boil down 
to a question of a small group 
wanting to get new boundary 
lines in hopes it would make 
it harder for some incumbent 
to be re-elected. We can’t think 
of another reason unless these 
people think each board mem- 
ber should represent a few peo- 
ple and not the entire county. 
The present setup is best; let’s 
leave it alone. 


Check Identity of Solicitors,

Persons soliciting for church- 
es, however, don’t need per- 
mits.

A condensation of the leng- 
thy report by former Supt. of 


Schools Stanley O. Schnepple 
on the “culturally disadvan- 


taged student” in the Ravens- 
wood City School District has 
been received by the board of 
trustees. 

The synopsis was written by 
the San Mateo County Schools 
Department staff at the re- 
quest of the local school board. 

Trustees are currently stu- 
dying the report to deter- 
mine the extent to which it 
can be put to use by the dis- 
trict. Schnepple wrote the 
report for the county schools 
department under a contract 
which was financed by the lo- 
cal school district. 

Complete copies of the mas- 
sive, detailed report on the 
status of Negro students in the 
Ravenswood district are avail- 
able for public use at the dis- 
trict office, 2160 Euclid Ave. 

For the benefit of local read- 
ers, the condensation of the re- 
port follows: 

THE STUDY IN BRIEF 

The study of culturally dis- 
advantaged minority group pu- 
pils in the Ravenswood City 
School District was undertak- 
en\as a result of problems 
whieh arose during the 1955- 
1961\ period. 

The problems arose from 
these ‘facts: 

1. The proportion of negro 
pupils in the area grew to 36 
per cent. 

2. Many of the pupils were 
not only new to the district 
but new to California. 

3. The normal achievement 


expectations were not being 
met by the pupils. 

4. Teachers of the district, 
in many cases, did not have 
special competencies needed to 
give optimum guidance and in- 
struction to these pupils. 

The problem then was to es- 
tablish some means by which 
the community, home, board, 
administration and _ teachers 
could work effectively and ra- 
pidly to raise the low achieve- 
ment results. 

Following the description 
of the problem, the study re- 
views the recent and perti- 
nent literature on the socio- 
legical and _ psychological 
findings concerning reasons 
for the low achievement 
among the Negro pupils. 

Some of the evidence is con- 
flicting (especially that on 
standard tests) but, in general, 
it points to the economic and 
cultural background of the ma- 
jority of Negroes as being the 
one most important fact. 

The point also is _made that

there have to be changes in at- 
titude and behavior before 
learning is evidenced so that 
the school problem is also a 
home problem and a communi- 
ty problem. 

The study then reports con- 
ferences with personnel in 
other areas where the same 
problem existed. 

For instance, in San Fran- 
cisco, the ‘School-Community 
Improvement Program” has as 
its major emphasis: 

1. The strengthening of read- 
ing and language skills. 

2. Attention to closer home- 
school relations. 

3. Emphasis on guidance and 
job placement (for secondary 
school students). 

In the Alameda school sys- 
tem, the reports indicated 
that the following factors 
had a great deal to do with 
the success of the project:

3. Emphasis on in - service 
training of the teachers in- 
volved. 

The Berkeley system placed 
emphasis on teacher attitudes, 
more intensive attacks on the 
basic tools of learning, smaller 
classes and better resource ma- 
terial. 

It may be said that, in 
these programs reported, the 
emphasis seems to be. that 
the attack on this problem is 
in its infancy and that the 
methods used at present are 
largely on trial although 
some small successes have 
been evident long enough to 
point out that, as_ usual, 
the teacher-pupil relation- 
ship is the one most import- 
ant factor, 

The study spends considera- 
abe time on the teacher fac- 
tor. The author felt that the 
majority of white teachers 
were not adequately informed 
as to the background and sta- 
tus of the Negro pupils, were 
not empathetic to these pupils 
and consequently were ineffec- 
tive as teachers. 

The “teacher profile” is bas- 
ed on the idea that, when the 
school board and administra- 
tion have decided as to what 
goals they are hoping to attain, 
they select teachers who have 
proved to be most effective in 
reaching these goals. 

In other words, by observ- 
ing the training, traits and 
activities of the obviously 
successful teachers, a set of 
criteria may be developed 
that may be used in selecting 


new teachers and in recogniz- 
ing needs for in - service 
training of the present staff. 


The thirteen courses of ac- 
tion suggested by the report 
are as follows: 

1. It is recommended that the 
Ravenswood City School Dis- 
trict Board of Trustees create 
a committee to study the prob- 
lem of the Negro minority pu- 
pil in the Ravenswood City 
School District. 

2. It is recommended that 
the board of trustees and the 
administration accept the con- 
cept of, and develop, a “suc- 
cessful teacher profile’ for 
teachers of minority groups. 

3. It is recommended that 

all teachers dealing with mi- 
nority group pupils receive a 
cultural and historical back- 

ground of that minority 

group. 

4. Consideration should be 
given to establishing special 
classes. 

5. The district should make 
a study of the cost of psychia- 


tric help for those children in 
need of this assistance. 

6. The district should consid- 
er introduction of a. bona fide 
counseling program at the ele- 
mentary school level. 

\7. The board should. con- 

sider establishing junior 
first grade classes with spe- 
cial curricula and materials.

Native California shrubs, be- 
ing used to our long, dry sum- 
mers, have a built-in resistance 
to drought which keeps them 
looking hale and hearty even 
with severe neglect. And when 
planted in the garden, especi- 
ally on dry hillsides which are 
inhospitable to shrubs, they 
keep up appearances where 
many another less rugged 
plant will look weak and rag- 
ged at’ best. 

Most widely adapted to gar- 
den use are several members 
of the ceanothus family — 
those “wild lilacs’ which one 
finds from San Diego on 
northward. A good ceanothus 
ground cover is the Carmel 
creeper, with leathery two-inch 
leaves that form a mounding 
cover up to two feet or more in 
height. The spring flowers are 
bluer, somewhat more profuse 
| that the Point Reyes variety.
